Salons, BMV offices latest to be closed

Gov. Mike DeWine announced 
Wednesday that all salons, spas, tat- 
too parlors and nearly all Ohio Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles offices will close in 
response to the coronavirus outbreak. 

Salons, spas and tattoo parlors were 


to close at the end of business Wednes- 
day. All but five Ohio BMV offices will 
shutter though some services will re- 
main available online, the governor said. 

DeWine also asked that business- 
es start to check the temperatures of 
people who still have to report to their 
workplaces. 

“The virus is here,” DeWine said. 
“It lives among us, and we must be at 


wart with it.” 

In an attempt to slow the spread 
of the virus, the governor already had 
closed schools, gyms, bars, restau- 
rants, movie theaters and more. If 
Ohioans refuse to listen and stay home, 
DeWine said, he may have to close ev- 
erything except essential services.
